Ethiop’s Holy City 
Older Than Sphinx 


Lies In A Sort of Bowl Be- 
tween Lofty Hills; Mys- 
tery Abounds 


WASHINGTON, D; C. — What 
Jerusalem Is to the Christians and 
the Jews and what Benares is to 
the Hindus, the city of Aksum, re- 


cently taken by the Italian forces, 
is to the Ethiopians. The city lies 
in a sort of bowl between lofty 
hills and seems about as ancient 
as they. It was there that all em- 
perors up to the time of Menclek 
II were cfowned, and because tho 
emperors of Ethiopia, like the 
early emperors of Rome, are heads 
of the church, as well as temporal 
rulers, the, coronation rite was a 
deeply’ religious, ceremony. 

It is likely that because of the 
great amount of. publicity which 
has attended the Italjan. invasion 
of Ethiopia; thé’ people of the out- 
er world will learn an increasing 
amount concerning the country, 
but now it is a land of mystery. 
Aksum is worth seeing to the 
person interested in the past. It 
is likely that Aksum is one of the 
oldest cities in-the world, older 
perhaps than those being excavat- 
ed in Mesopotamia or éven in South 
America. ý 
There is preserved what is 
known as the Book of Aksum. This 
1s a scroll of great antiquity which 
tells something of the story of the 
city. Although the Book of Ak- 
sum itself is probably one of the 
oldest of written documents, it 
speaks of the founding of Aksum 
thousands upon thousands of years 


King Solomon can scarcely be 
regarded “as a modern figure, bu 
Aksum was so well'established as 
a capital in his day that it was 
there the Queen of Sheba, accom- 
panied by a son of the great king, 
took the Ark of the Covenant for 
safe keeping. It is declared by the 
Coptic priests who preside over 
the ancient church to be still there. 
No testimony has been presented 
by recent visitors as to whether 
the Shekinah floats over the 
church, as it should if, indeed, the 
Ark of the Covenant is there. There 
are so many legends concerning 
the removal of the ark that one 
scarcely knows what to believe. 
There is even one legend to the éf. 
fect that it turned up once in 
Brooklyn. 

‘The original chufch was burned 
when Mohammed Gran, the Mose- 
lem, who trivaded Ethiopia in 1535, 
took the Holy City. Butit was re- 
built shortly afterward. No ix 
vader has lpng been able tà *zain. 
taín,a foothold in the cotifitty of 
the Conquering Libis of Judit and 
Mohammed Grati soon had to beat 
A retreat. The Portuguese did 
not attempt a military invasion 
but did send peacéful :xressenigers.

group of Catholic priests of Portti- 
Kal Thel first act seems to have 
been to rebuild the sacred church 
at Aksum. The new church ts only 
about 400 years old. It is a 
square, flat-topped building in 
sharp contrast to the usual cir- 
cular\ Christian chutches. It is 
flanked by two sritaller edifices, 
chapels. 
The inscriptions on the church 
walls fre in Minácó Sabaean, f 
script of the-Giz language. Giz ís 
the sacred language of the priest- 
Bood abd can be used By no one 
else. 

Perhaps the most fascinating 
exibit ut Aksum is the Lioness of 
Gobedra.. This apparently is a 
fock carving on the flat face of a 
huge rock @ short distance out- 
side the city. The figure is about 
10 feet long and although only 
outlined is remarkably well drawn 
nd lifelike. It can scarcely be 
called a relief because the only ái 
tempt at modeling 1s at the head. 
Of course it may not be a rock 
carving at all. In fact, the priests 
of Aksum do not so regard It. They 
say that Saint Michael the Arch- 
Ange} encounteréd a Noness while 
Wandering around the Holy City 
Purlieus. It attacked him so he 
picked it up and tossed it against 
the rock. Not realizing his owa 
strength, he-tossed the huge beast 
so heartily that fis Impression 
was léft on the rock.—Ex.
